He had as lieutenants the 
commanders of three batallions. 

In spite of the precautions taken, an 
intimation of what was on foot reached 
the ears of Actirig President Gomez. As 
6ocn as he had satisfied himself of the 
truth of the reports he took immediate 
steps to frustrate the attempt. 

Early on Saturday morning he went 
e@lone on foot to the barracks in Caracas, 
where a mutinous regiment, under the 
éommand of President Castro’s brother, 
was quartered. With unexampled cour- 
a@ge he entered the building and placed 
the brother of the President under ar- 
rest. The cool nerve of Gomez made it 
possible for him to carry out this danger- 
ous manoeuvre successfully. 

He then went to the Yellow House, the 
Executive Mansion, where he had a brief 
interview with Torres-Cardenas. The 
chief of the conspirators maintained a 
defiant attitude and denied the existence 
Of any plot.

A member of THE Times staff occu- 
pied a seat in the theatre.

I no- 
ticed that all the boxes were filled, and 
noted this fact to the young woman who 
accompanied me. In the middle of the 
performance she said she smelled some- 


thing burning. We could not see any 
smoke, and we let the suggestion pass. 

“When the last curtain rang down I 
noticed that smoke was descending from 
the galleries. The smell of smoke was 
now very strong. The women in the audi- 
ence were just putting on their ‘wraps, 
and the men were just slipping on their 
overcoats, when a line of ten or twelve 
‘policemen came marching quietly down 
the aisles in the orchestra section. They 
took their places quietly, saying nothing. 

“ Absolutely the onlv person I saw who 
was noisily excited was an_ usher. He 
stood at the head of one of the ais'es, 
his voice trembling, his face white as 
ash saying:

Whatever the cause was, the roof 
of the building was pouring out 
|smoke before any one noticed the fire. 
|'The policeman stationed at Thirty-fourth 
Sireet and Broadway saw it first. He 
ran for the alarm bex at that point, 
turned in the alarm, and then set out for 
the fire itself, 

As this section is considered one of the 
city’s most dangerous crossings, many 
; policemen were on hand to control the 
traffic. They all left their posts at once 
and ran to the theatre, fearing a stam- 
pede similar to that at the lroquois The- 
/atre in Chicago. 

When they reached the docrs most of 
the crowd had left the theatre, 


Fight to Save Building. 


| The fight of the firemen to save the 
| building was spectacular. An alarm was 
;}sent in just as the curtain went down, 
| and long before the crowd was out of 


the place the clanging of firebells was 
heard. 

Chief Croker soon ‘arrived and two 
more alarms were sent in. The fight on 
the flames was made from the street. 
'For a time it seemed as if the dozen or 
'so streams of water had no effect upon 
|the blaze. While hundreds of men and 
| women stood in the snow in Broadway 
the flames mounted high and finally 
came through the roof of the theatre. 
The electric sign displaying the name 
“The Three Twins’ burned on for 
awhile and then went out. The illumina- 
tion from the burning building could be 
seen many blocks, 

Persons leaving the other Broadway 
theatres and the crowds entering or leav- 
ing the restaurants or hotels in that part 


of the city saw the reflection of the fire | 


and started for Herald Square. Soon the 
streets were jammed. The police re- 
serves fr6m several nearby stations had 
their hands full trying to keep back the 
crowd. 

They were jostled, too, by those 
had been in the theatre and who wished 
to leave the vicinity. And all the while 
it was snowing heavily and the cold was 
intense. Many of the women who were 
obliged to leave the theatre without their 
wraps and had to wait for their escorts to 
rescue them from the crush about the 
cloakroom suffered severely. 

The crowd soon blocked Broadway, but 
the police made no attempt to drive it 
back until the firemen arrivee, which was 
soon after 11 o'clock, A large throng 
still crowded the passageway teading from 
the theatre, but no one was in the the- 
atre proper. In this crowd were some 
persons who had left their coats, wraps, 
and hats behind in the excitement. Not 
seeing any flame, they saw no reason 
why they should not be permitted to re- 
turn to the building to get their belong- 
ings. One woman was very indignant 
because she was not allowed to return for 
her coat. She was finally persuaded to 
leave without it. 

Just at this point Chief Croker, at the 
head of a number of firemen, ran into 
the building. He called to the police to 
“get that crowd out of here at once.” 
The police ane SeSeenay, They got 
the crowd out in good shapes, but without 
any violence. To some who seemed in- 
clined to linger the police explained that 
they must leave, as the —— would be 
blamed by the firemen if anything hap- 
pened.

Then I could see the smoke drifting 
aeroscs the ray of light made by the 
ealcium. , I suppose. many others saw it 
too. 

“T turned and saw back in the rear of 
the balcony considerable flame. It 
seemed to be spreading up the walls. 
There was an air of haste about the way 
the people got out which is not usual after 
a show. But there was no semblance of a 
panic. There was no rushing out of the 
baleony. Many people left the theatre, 
though, before the final curtain. They 
had realized the danger and quietly got 
up and walked out. It is fortunate they 
did so instead of yelling ‘ Fire!’ I sup- 
pose at least 400 persons who had smelled 
smoke got up and left the place before 
the final curtain.’’ 


Theories as to Cause. 


There is no doubt that the fire was due 
indirectly to the large electric light sign, 
advertising the show, on the top of the 
building, facing Broadway. This sign is 
one of the largest in the city, and was 
probably the first of its kind in this city. 
Alternate streaks of light, controlled by 
switches which operated to give the effect 
of lightning, called attention to the play, 
“‘The Three Twins,” which, according to 
the sign, was “A scream.” A short-cir- 
cuiting of the wires was probably the 
immediate cause of the blaze. 

While the fire was generally attributed 
to this cause, there were those who had 
another theory as to its origin. These 
argued that it was improbable that the 
insulation of the electric wires was de- 
fective, because they had worked satis-

Mrs, Bianchi Says Property Ad- 
joining Amherst Campus Was 
Deeded at Night Council. 


BAIL NEEDED WAS BUT $500 


| Woman Had Caused Arrest of Bianchi 


in Civil Action to Recover a 
Loan of $600. 


Supreme Court Justice Greenbaum yes- 
terday began the trial of a suit brought 
by Mrs. Martha G. D. Bianchi, a writer 
on New England life and customs, against 
Miss Charlotte T. Terry. and Maurice 
Leon, an attorney, of 60 Wall Street, to 
have set aside and canceled a mortgage 
and deed to residence property at Am- 
herst, Mass. Mrs. Bianchi says she was 
forced into executing the mortgage by 
Leon on a threat to imprison her hus- 
band, Capt. Alexander Bianchi, who had 
been arrested in a civil suit brought by 


| Miss Terry to recover $600,-the balance 


of a loan made by her to him. 

Capt. Bianchi, who was formerly an 
officer in the Russian Army, lived with 
his wife at 34 Gramercy Park. The prop- 
erty in dispute was left to Mrs. Bianchi 
by her grandfather, M. A. Dickinson, a 
former Treasurer of Amherst College, It 
is situated next to the campus at Am- 
erst, and has been in her family for 
centuries, Mrs. Bianchi testified. 

The examination of Mrs. Bianchi elicited 
the information that Capt. Bianchi was 
arrested on March 15, 1907, on a civil 
warrant, in connection with the suit 
brought against him by Miss Terry, Leon 
being her attorney. She says that after 
a long conference she was told that her 
husband would be released if she signed 
the mortgage and deed. She did so about 
2:30 o’clock in the morning. She says she 
was not informed that her husband's bail 
had been fixed at $500, and that he would 
have been discharged on her giving se- 
curity for this amount. 

George Gordon Battle, counsel for Miss 
Terry, began his cross-examination by 
saying to Mrs. Bianchi:

FIRE IN THE GILSEY HOUSE. 


Crowd Watching $15,000 Blaze Is Del- 
uged with Water from Bursting Hose. 


Starting from some cause not yet known 
in the room of the hotel valet, on the 
sixth floor, fire threatened yesterday to 
destroy the old Gilsey House, at Broad- 
way and Twenty-ninth Street, and gave

It took but a short time after 
the firemen actually began operations to 
get the blaze under control, and the whole 
thing was over within an hour. All of 
that time, however, the streets about the 
place were blocked with people, and the 
windows of the Hotel Breslin, across the 
street, were thronged with spectators, 
whose curiosity was not unmixed with a 
slight fear. 
erhaps the largest individual loser by 
the fire was “Al” Smith, who is well 
known on Broadway, and who has made 
the hotel his home. His entire collection 
of sporting prints and trophies, which, he 
declared afterward, he would not have 
sold for any money, was destroyed. They 
represent the work of fifty years of col- 
lection, and include pictures of cockfights, 
fighting dogs, and prize- 


teresting souvenirs of sporting events, 

Another sufferer by the fire, though 
to a minor extent, was Mme. Herrmann, 
the wife of the late magician. Believing 
that her own effects were safe, “Mme. 
Herrmann went to the room of Amelia 
Summerville, the actress, and covered up 
some of Miss Summerville’s things, so 
that they would not be damaged by water. 
When she returned she found that her 
pet duck, which she uses in her stage 
performance, and presumably kept in her 
room in the hotel, had disappeared. Ata 
late hour last night nothing had been 
heard of the duck.

City’s Witness Says Accounts of the 
Companies Were Not Properly Kept. 


The hearings in the action of the city 
against the Consolidated Telegraph and 
Electrical Subway Company and the Em- 
pire City Subway Company for an ac- 
counting of their affairs since the date 
of construction in 1886 were resumed be- 
fore Adrian H. Joline, Eugene A. Philbin, 
and Hamilton Odell, the referees, in the 
office of Mr. Odell, 60 Wall Street, yes- 
terday afternoon, Under the contract en- 
tered into between the city and the two 
ecrporations, the agreed to 
build the Subways and conduits used by 
the city’s telephone and electric lighting 
wires, the city in turn guaranteeing, 
through the Board of Electrical Control, 
an annual profit of 10 per cent. on 
cost of construction. 

The city is now asking for an account- 
ing of the affairs of the corporations upon 
the ground that the $12,000,000 alleged to 
have been expended in the construction 
of the conduits and Subways 1s incorrect, 
and that the city instead of owing to the 
concerns the sum of $7,000,000, as alleged, 
really owes them very little, if anything 
at all. The city also contends that under 
the terms of the contract it now has the 
right to take over the management and 
control of the concerns on the ground that 
they have violated the contract in not 
keeping books showing the details of the 
cost of construction. This the corpora- 
tious deny.

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GOMPERS ASSAILS ROOSEVELT 


Declares President Willfully Misrepre- 
sented Labor’s Attitude Toward Courts 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Declaring 
that “it is doubtful if any President of 
the United States, in an official message 
to Congress, ever before descended to 
such misrepresentation and villification of 
individual citizens Mr. Roosevelt 
has in his last annual message,’ Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, will print an editorial 
in the forthcoming issue of The Federa- 
tionist, which he made public to-day. 

“President Roosevelt absolutely mis- 
represents the attitude of ‘ certain’ lead- 
of organized labor in sweeping 
denunciations,’’ Mr. Gompers says. ‘‘ He 
does this knowingly and wilfully. 

‘No representative of labor made any 
attack upon any individual Judge or the 
judiciary as such. We leave such fulmi- 
nations to Mr. Roosevelt. We need go no 
further than his present message to dis- 
cover attucks upon the judiciary far more 
sweeping and abusive than anything we 
have ever thought, much less uttered. 

“If President Roosevelt would say in his 
message what he has often said privately 
to ‘certain’ labor leaders as to the ne- 
cesgity for certgg% legislation which labor 
desires, then his message would be a dif- 
ferent matter from the scolding, rambling, 
vitriolic, nagging, abusive document that 
it is.”’

Proclamation Tells of Plot, 


Acting President Gomez issued a proc- 
lamation yesterday, as follows: 

Fellow Patriots: I assumed charge of the 
Presidency of Venezuela under the terms of 
the Constitution. I undertook these duties 
without personal ambition. From the first 
I endeavored to conciliate the aspirations of 
the people with my high obligations, and to 
this end ! established, in accordance with 
our National institutions, an administration 
that recognized all personal and public 
guarantees. 

Unfortunately, my good intentions met 
with incomprehensible hindrance on the part 
of a few persons who called themselves inti- 
mate friends of Gen. Castro. Not only did 
these persons block the carrying out by me 
of my legal duties, but they stooped to con- 
spliracy and elaborated a diabolical plot 
against my life. 

This conspiracy wes crushed yesterday 
when I personally faced the plotters and 
imprisoned them. By so doing I saved more 
than my personal existence; I maintained 
the manly prestige of the Chief Magistracy 
of the republic, which it is my ambition 
to convert into a fountain of good for all 
Venezuelans. 

I have constituted a Cabinet, representing 
the public opinion of Venezuela, and, with 
the collaboration of my Ministers, I intend 
to enforce the constitutional guarantees, to 
respect the autonomy of the various States 
of the Venezuelan Republic, to protect local 
industries against odious manipulation, to 
find a decorous and pacific solution of our 
international disputes, to live at peace and 
with harmony at home and abroad, and to 
permit the law alone to hold undisputed 
sovereignty throughout the land. 

Acting President Gomez has given or- 
ders that ail the political prisoners in 
Venezuela be set at liberty. 

Secret cipher cablegrams have passed 
between President Castro, in Berlin, and 
his agents here since the popular anti- 
Castro demonstration of Dec, 13 and 14. 

The composition of the new Cabinet is 
regarded as representative and as holding 
out good promise for successful adminis- 
tration. Munoz Tebar, the Minister of 
Finance, is a noted engineer, and in 1889 
he was a candidate for the Presidency. 
Gen. Regulo Olivares, the new Minister of 
War, is regarded as one of the best mili- 
tary men in Venezuela to-day. Sefor 
Maldonado, the new Minister of Public 
Instruction, is an author of considerable 
note, and has gained a high reputation as 
an oculist. Linares Alcantara, the Min- 
ister of the Interior, was for many years 
President of the State of Aragua. He is 
considered a likely candidate for the Pres- 
idency. 

Rafael] Carabano, the new Minister of 
Development, (Fomento,) is a young mil- 
itary leader of much prestige. Gonzales 
Guinaud, the new Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, was prominent in affairs of 
state during the epoch of Guzman Blanco, 
and he enjoys great influence throughout 
the entire repubiic, The Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, Roberto Vargas, is a General 
of note, a brave fighter, and a man con- 
sidered to have a brilliant future, 

It is venerally admitted that the new 
Cabinet is a strong one, and especially 
well qualified to handle any possible con- 
tingencies.

WARSHIPS GO TO VENEZUELA. 


Maine, North Carolina, and Montana, 
with Other Vessels, Ordered South. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 22.—The Venezue- 
lan situation, as forecast in these dis- 
patches a few days ago, is developing 
complications, and a United States fleet 
is converging on the Venezuelan coast 
at the present moment. Three battle- 
ships, two cruisers, and a gun boat are 
believed to be under orders to assem- 
ble in Venezuelan waters. With them 
goes the collier Nero. 

Neither at the State Department nor at 
the Navy Department is it acknowledged 
that the mysteripus movements of the 
vessels are directed toward South Amer- 
‘ca. The utmost secrecy is being main- 
tained, and daily denials are made that 
any official advices from Caracas have 
reached this Government on the situa- 
tion. This is in keeping with the plan 
to steer clear of complications while the 
Government of Venezuela is in course of 
transition. 

The vessels on their way south are the 
Maine, which sailed from Hampton Roads 
yesterday under sealed orders; the North 
Carolina, and the Montana, which has 
been engaged on its trial trip off the Vir- 
ginia Capes, and which is reported to have 


been hurriedly ordered to join the North 
Carolina and overtake the Maine. 

In addition to these, the cruiser Des 
Moines and the gunboat Dolphin, both of 
which have been at Port au Prince, have 
been ordered south. The collier Nero, also 
at that port, likewise has been given sail- 
sg orders. 

The movement includes the cruiser 
Dubuque, which has been at Key West. 
This vessel has been ordered to go to 
Havana for Christmas week, but it is gen- 
erally understood that Havana is not the 
real objective point. The cruiser Tacoma, 
which has been in Haitian waters, like- 
wise has been given sailing Instructions 
to clear for Guantanamo. 

Although the Government protests that 
it is in complete ignorance of develop- 
ments in Venezuela, little doubt is felt 
that it is not altogether in the dark. 
Changes In A ministration and the a 
parently imminent overthrow of the 
Castro régime have been watched closely. 
While there is no expression of interest, 
the downfall of the Castro Administration 
probably will be regarded in Washington 
with a certain feeling of satisfaction, for 
a change in Venezuela’s methods of

HOLLAND IS CONCILIATED., 


Abrogation of Shipping Decree 
Thought to Mean a Settlement. 


WILLEMSTAD,

NATIONS SUPPORT HOLLAND. 


All the Powers Give Their Moral Sup- 
port to Course of Netherlands. 
THE HAGUE, Dec. 22.—A Yellow Book, 
which has just been issued on Venezuelan 
states that all the powers with 
which the Netherlands Government has 
been in communication without exception 
have notified the Government of their 
agreement with its line of action, The 
Dutch Government has not asked for any 
active assistance, being convinced of its 


own ability to bring about a settlement of | 
Venezuela, but will | 


the difficulty with 
rely entirely upon its own forces. Never- 
theless, it has received the moral support 


|of all the powers, particularly the United 
| States, which made the declaration that 











the Monroe Doctrine was not opposed to 


|armed action on the part of the Nether- 


lareds, nor even to the temporary occupa- 
tion of Venezuelan territory. 

The Yellow Book states that, notwith- 
standing the acute character of the pres- 
ent situation, the Dutch Government is 
still ready to enter upon serious negotia- 
tions, provided Venezuela concedes what 
regards as indispensable, the 
withdrawal of the decree of May 14. 

Further, the Yellow Book declares that 
arbitration would have meant the accept- 
ance of the state of affairs created by 
President Castro and the prolongation of 
the sufferings of the people of Curacao, 
while previous experiences with Vene- 
zuela gave ground for the belief that ar- 
bitratfon would have but a problematic 
advantage so far as the Netherlands was 
concerned. 

The Government further declares that 
its measures are not directed against the 
Venezuclan people, but against President 
Castro’s administration, which it has al- 


| ways held responsible for the existing con- 


ditions. The Netherlands Government flat- 
ters itself that the recent news from Ca- 
racas confirms its opinion that it had not 
vainly counted on the co-operation of the 
Venezuelan people. 

The Yellow Book pays tribute to the 
great tact displayed by the German Min- 
ister, Baron von Seckendorff, who under 
the authorization of his Government as- 
sumed charge of the Netherlands inter- 
ests, in which task he gave proofs of his 
devotiori and wisdom, assuring to him the 
gratitude of the Dutch Government. 


Member of Suite Says He Is Sick in 
Bed and Knows Nothing of Events. 


BERLIN, Dec —President Castro ap- 
parently is unaware of his downfall or the 
gravity of the occurrences in Venezuela. 
Members of his suite inform all inquirers 
that he sends and receives no dispatches 
of any kind. 

The opinion is steadily gaining ground 
here that Castro's power is completely 
broken, the inference being drawn from 
the alleged non-communication of events 
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that Castro does not possess any further 
influence in Venezuela. 

According to his attendants at the pri- 
vate hospital where Castro is undergoing 
treatment, he did not transact any busi- 
ness to-day, and did not even leave his 
bed or see any one. One of the most 
prominent members of his suite, who did 
not wish his name made public, said: 

“No one has informed President Castro 
concerning the reports of what is going 
on, as the President would refuse to be- 
lieve the dispatches. I cannot ask the 
President's opinion on these things, be- 
cause he is on a sick bed. I am perfectly 
sure that he has not received a dispatch 
since Sunday, and it is certain that there 
has been no exchange of cipher dis- 
patches because the President does not 
possess a secret code.”’ 

The same personage ridiculed the idea 
of Castro’s complicity in a plot to assas- 
sinate the Acting President, Sefior 
Gomez. Referring to the appointment of 
the new ministry, he said: 

“It appears from the reports that 
changes have occurred in the Venezuelan 
Cabinet. This news may be authentic. I 
recognize some of the names of the Mints- 
ters given. As to the revocation of the 
transshipment decree, if that is true, Hol- 
land will be pleased, as that virtually was 
the sole bone of contention. However, 
everything we have heard comes through 
the newspaper dispatches. Neither I nor 
any member of the President's suite has 
received direct news.”

This 
makes a total of 2,600 babies now being 
fed, and leaves 9,400 babies yet to be pro- 
vided for. : 

“Last year in Manhattan alone 12.000 
infants diei under one year of age. The 
Similarity of this figure with the number 
of infants who need milk is most strik- 
[ ing. Of all the babies in Manhattan those

STEAMSHIP AGENCY LAW VOID. 


Unconstitutional, Justice O’Gorman 
Says, Because ,!t Discriminates. 


Supreme Court Justice O’Gorman de- 
cided yesterday that the statute requiring 


all corporations, firms, and fndividuals 
selling steamship or railroad tickets or 
receiving money for the purpose of trans- 
mitting the same to foreign countries, 
should, before entering the business, file 
{a bond of $15,000, is unconstitutional. 

The decision was given as the result of 
a test case. The sixth section of the act 
provides that the transatlantic steamship 
companies, or their duly - authorized 
agents, need not give such bonds. Jus- 
tice O'Gorman said in part: 

In my opinion the statute in question !s 
unconstitutional by reason of the sixth sec- 
tion thereof, which excludes steamship com- 
panies or their authorized agents from the 
operation thereof. This is an arbitrary dis- 
crimination in violation of the equal pro- 
tection of the laws guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution. The statute being unconstitu- 
tional and void, the bond furnished under 
it necessarily falls. 

It was said that this decision is of far- 
reaching importance, and that it affects 
bonds given under the statute to 
value of over $1,000,000.

STREETS DEFICIT $327,000 


And the Aldermen Turn Down Mr. 
Crowell’s Plea for $135,000. 


The expenses of the Street Cleaning De- 
partment of the city exceeded the appro- 
priation for 1908 fully $327,000, judging 
from an'‘application made by Street Clean- 
ing Commissioner Crowell to the Alder- 
men and rejected by that body yester- 
day.

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HEARD ANNIS PLEAD 
AS HAINS SHOT HIM 


“Don't! Don’t! Stop!” He Begged, | 
According to L. S. Harway, 
His Yachting Mate. 


BUT MORE SHOTS FOLLOWED 


A Witness Also Heard T. J. Hains Say: 
“1 Came to Protect My Brother 
and Prepared to Shoot.” 


Louis S. Harway, the man nearest to 
William E. Annis when he was slain at 
the Bayside Yacht Club, was the most 
important witness presented by the pros- 
ecution yesterday in the trial of Thornton 
Jenkins Hains for complicity in the mur- 
der, before Justice Crane in the Supreme 
Court at Flushing. Mr. Harway was 
Annis’s yachting Companion and helped 
him sail Annis’s yacht Pam in Flushing 
Bay the day of the tragedy. 

Annis and Harway sailed their craft 
against that of Joseph E. Hill in the 
scrub race which Mrs. Annis watched 
with a number of other iadies from the 
pier of the yacht club, while the Hains 
brothers waited near them for twenty 
minutes until Annis sent his yacht vic- 
torious to the float. 

Mr. Harway told a simple, straight 
story, which the defense failed to shake 
materially, although he declared in the 
cross-examination that he was . more 
frightened in the witness chair than he 
had been on the float at the time of the 
murder, 

‘*As we came in,” said the witness, ‘'1 
was sitting near the keelboard, while Mr. 
Annis was at the tiller, on the starboard 
side.. As we neared the float I saw Mr. 
Birchfield waiting to fend off our craft. 
Mr. Birchfield said to me, ‘ Hello, Louis!’ 


“Stop! Don’t!” Said Annis When Shot 


“As he took hold of the forestay I 
looked up and saw a pistol close to my 
face. I thought at first it was a prac- 
tical joke. The pistol dropped down 
gome, and then a shot was fired under 
my left arm. I had started to lower the 
\jibsail. There was a pause, and then 
another shot. 

‘Did you hear anything said?” asked 
District Attorney Darrin. 

“I heard the name ‘ Annis’ 
the witness replied. 

“What else did you see?” 

“TIT saw a man crouching on the float. 
He had his left hand on the boom of our 
boat, and I could see his face under it. 
He was aiming the pistol. He was only 
about three feet away. Mr. Annis was 
at the tiller. I saw him stoop forward 
as the shot was fired. His arms dropped, 
and he called out: 

**QOh, don't! Don't! Stop!’” 

Mr. McIntyre objected vigorously, 
Justice Crane admitted the evidence. 

** After the second or third shot I started 
to leave the boat,”’ the witness resumed. 
“The firing continued as I made my way 
to the float. I heard Mrs. Hains scream 
and I saw Mr. Birchfield, and then the 
defendant facing the pier and swinging 
his revolver from right to left. I was 
very much frightened and started for the 
—. I heard the defendant cry, ‘ Stand 
yack! Stand back!’ His pistol was 
pointed at me as I went by him. As I 
started up. the gangway I turned and 
saw Annis fall in the water.”

1,800,000 RIDE IN A DAY. 


Record-Breaking Travel on the Subway 
and Elevated Lines. 


On Monday more persons traveled on 
the elevated lines and through the Sub- 
way than ever before in the history of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company. | 
This was brought out yesterday at a pub- | 


mission. 

According to the statement of Gen. Man- 
ager Frank Hedley, the number of per- 
sons riding on the day in question was in| 
excess of 1,800,000. Approximately, 45 per | 
cent. of this traffic was through the Sub- | 
way and 55 per cent. over the elevated | 
lines. The figures for the Subway were 
slightly over 861,000. Last year the 
heaviest day’s traffic was 200,000 less than | 
on Monday. 

An Interborough official said last night 
that the extension of the Subway to} 
Brooklyn, which was not in operation last | 
Christmas, was largely responsible for | 
the increase. Another official said that 
the traffic for the year in the Subway had 
increased 30 per cent., while that on the 
elevated lines had fallen off about 8 per 
cent. 

The first intimation that the Interbor- 
ough Had broken its record was given by 
Mr. Hedley on the witness stand at the 
heaving on the application of taxpayers’ 
associations of the Bronx for a new ele- 
vated station at 180th Street and Third 
Avenue, It was remarked in connection 
with testimony bearing on the crowded 
condition of the island platforms, which 
are opposed, that the traffic on Monday 
did not appear to be heavy. Then it was 
that Mr. Hedley said that the ticket sales 
for that day had been the largest in 
the history of the several roads. 

Mr. Hedley told the Bronxites that they 
were holding up a better express service 
on the Third Avenue elevated line by ob- 
jecting to the use of part of the com- 
pany s property at 180th Street for a car 
storage field. The opposition arose from 
the fact that it is feared the use of the 
plot for storage will prbhibit the building 
of the station, 

Mr. Hedley sald that so long as the 
storage yard was ‘not built the company 
would have to use its third track for 
storage purposes, and an earlier and 
later express service over that track, 
which the company wanted to furnish, 
could not possibly be given. 

One witness at the hearing said he had 
counted the passengers at the 169th 
Street station one morning and evening. 
Between 7:30 and 8:30 in the morning he 
counted 2,280 persons boarding trains, and 
between 2 o’clock and 6:30 at night he 
counted 2,740 leaving trains. He was 
asked how he had done his counting.

This 
was laughed at by the men who are 
prominent in the association against 
which the strike is directed. 

Alfred D. Moulton of the Livery Stable 
Owners’ -Association said that the old 
agreement with the unions would not be 
renewed, and that from this on _ the 
“open shop?’ would be the rule in New 
York, so far as the association is con- | 
cerned.

FLORENTINO CONVICTED. 


Italian Who Shot Mauro~ Guilty of 
Murder in the First Degree. 


Domenico Florentino of Westchester, 
the- Bronx, who has been on trial before 
Justice Davis in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court on a charge of killing 
Natale Mauro last October in a saloon 
at 214th Street and.

York Central Lines, tendered his resigna- 
tion yesterday. It was accepted by the 
Board of Directors with an expression of 
and will take effect on Feb. 1. 
Many rumors were current in Wall Street 
as to further changes.-in the personnel of 
the road, and it was suggested that the 
Rockefeller-Harriman interests were like- 
ly to be more actively interested in the 
management. However, Senator Depew, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors, de- 
nied that Mr. Newman's action implies 
anything but his own desire for rest and 
that any Additional changes aré contem- 
plated. 

It is believed that Mr. 
cessor wiil be W. C. Brown, First Vice 
President of the New York Central. The 
resignation of the President came so un- 
expectedly upon the Directors that noth- 
ing has yet been settled in the matter, 
but he is regarded as the logical successor 
to the position. Second Vice President 
Daly is also talked of as Mr. Newman's 
successor. 

Mr. Newman's resignation made no 
mention of his place on the Directorates 
of the New York Central Lines. Senator 
Depew stated last night that if Mr. New- 
man left the boards. it would be of his 
own volition. He thought that there was 
no absolute necessity for the new Presi- 
dent to be a Director unless there was a 
vacancy created for him. Mr. Newman, 
however, in talking with a Times reporter, 
conveyed the impression that he regarded 
his retirement from the board as implied 
in his giving up the Presidency.

The Harriman Influence. 


The announcement of Mr. Newman's 
resignation was naturally enough followed 
yesterday by the suggestion that E. H. 
Harriman, who through the Union Pa- 
cific has a large stockholding interest in 
the New York Central, will have a voice 
in choosing the new head of the Vander- 
bilt system. It has been rumored for 
some time that Mr. Harriman was likely 
to become a Director of the New York 
Central to represent the Union Pacific's 
$14,000,000 stock, and possibly Chairman 
of tts Board of Directors.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 22.—A new 
world’s time record over a measured cir- 
cular course was established at the Santa 
Anita track here to-day; when Centre 
Shot, a 15 to 1 chance, and the outsider 
in a fast field of five horses, ran the mile 
in 1:37 1-5. ; 

The old accepted record was 1:37 2-5, 
made by Dick Welles, a three-year-old 
colt, carrying 112 pounds in the midsum- 
mer of 1903, on the oval mile Harlem 
track at Chicago. 

The time of Dick Welles was equaled 
two years later by Kiamesha, a three- 
year-old filly, carrying 104 pounds, at the 
Belmont Park track, New York, though 
the performance was not rated as the 
same as the record of Dick Welles, as 
Kiamesha had only one turn to make in 
covering the distance, the Belmont Park 
track being a mile and a half in circuit. 

In England a record of one mile in 
1:83 1-5 is credited to the American horse 
Caiman, owned by the late Pierre Lori!- 
lard, but Caiman ran on a straight course, 
down hill nearly all the distance, and 
said to be short of a mile at that. 

Centre Shot, in her race to-day, carried

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THE PANAMA CANAL INQUIRY. 

If it be true that the work at Panama 
4s not making satisfactory progress, 
and that a change in the plan of con- 
struction may become necessary, no- 
body could have a more profound inter- 
est in an early ascertainment of the 
facts than President-elect Tarr. It is 
an unusual thing for the President- 
@lect to leave the country a few months 
before his inauguration. Naturally 
enough -it is assumed that Mr. TAFT’S 
resolve to proceed to the Isthmus 
springs from his conviction that he 
must have personal knowledge of what 
4s doing there, and what needs to be 
done. 

Myr. Roogsevett has an interest in the 
matter, too, but that is more largely 
retrospective. It was to him chiefly 
that the determination to build a lock 
canal instead of a sea-level canal was 
due. If he made a mistake in rejecting 
the majority report of the Advisory 
Board, there is still time in the few re- 
maining months of his Administration 
to re-examine the problem and correct 
the error. In view of the recent mishap 
to the Gatun Dam and of current dis- 
eussion of canal plans in which opinions 
of authority are freshly cited against 
the lock plan, and, in particular, against 
the dam at Gatun, it is of interest to 
recall the majority opiniqgn of the Ad- 
visory Board of Engineers, which Mr. 
RoosEVELT rejected. The Board point- 
ed out that the canal should be so built 
that it would afford safe and uninter- 
rupted navigation without special haz- 
ards to the largest vessels of the mod- 
ern type. To quote the language of the 
report: 

It is, therefore, evident that the 
canal ought to be formed in such a 
manner that the course thereof shall 
be free from all unnecessary obstruc- 
tions, and that no obstacles should be 
interposed in that course, whether 
temporary or permanent, which would 
by their very nature be an occasion of 
peril and of detention to passing ves- 
sels of the great size which the Pan- 
aina Canal is (in accordance with the 
provisions of the law of Congress) de- 
signed to accommodate. 

The Board is of opinion 
consideration should be, of determi- 
native force in respect to the type of 
canal to be adopted, and it should lead 
to rejection of all proposed plans In 
which lift locks, whether few or many,

This report of the majority of the 
Board recommending a sea-level canal 
was signed by all the five foreign mem- 
bers, and by Gen. Davis, Prof. BurRR, 
and, WILLIAM BarcLay Parsons, Amer- 
ican members of the Board. But to 
build a sea-level canal would have in- 
volved a much greater cost and a much 
Ienger time than President RoosEVELT 
could bring himself to approve. If it 
was to be a Roosevelt canal, and the 


steps which led to the selection of that | 
“route were taken by him, if it was to be} 


his monument, it seemed desirable that 
comparatively speedy 
construction were Therefore 
he proceeded with the work according 
to the plan approved by the minority 
of his distinguished technical advisers, 

Now it is said that the President is 
looking about for civilian. engineers 
who will be willing to go to the Isthmus, 
examine the operations there in prog- 
ress; and ail the plans, and then report 
to him their candid judgment as to 
what ought to be done. There can be 
little doubt that. Prof. Burr and Mr. 
Parsons, if they should be invited to 
become the President’s advisers, would 
repeat what they said before. Prof. 
Burr has been quoted within a few 
days as repeating his warning that 
“the location of the Gatun Dam was 
not wise,” and that recent events at 
the Isthmus bring up the problem in a 
new form “which may mean another 
change in the ultimate plan for the 
completion of the canal.”

No 
doubt he is well advised in determining 
thus early to inform himself personally 
and fully at first hand what is needed, 
what should be done, and how to do it. 


FROM THE CRADLE TO THE GRAVE. 

Mr. CARNEGIE’s merciless and scorn- 
ful treatment of the plea of the steel in- 
dustry as an “infant ’’ demanding con- 
tinual nureing but reflects the feeling 
that most of the independent and impar- 
tial students of the effect of the tariff 
have entertained for years. Indeed, the 
petition now put up for the prolonga- 
tion of tariff nutriment is really a de- 
mand not for protection to infants, but 
for old-age pensions.

CARNEGIE, and for that matter of 
younger men, that the entire industry 
of iron and steel had a capital less than 
that of one of the associated concerns 
now, yet the properties of these concerns 
alone have by mere accretion of profits 
attained the enormous volume of a 
billion and three-fourths. We now turn 
out more than four times the total fin- 
ished product of England, from whose 
competition these powerful ironmasters 
still. seek protection. Anything more 
exquisitely impudent is not found in 
the annals of trade. Mr. CARNEGIN’s 
exposure of it, in his peculiarly impres- 
sive and joyous manner, was in all hu- 
man probability a death blow.

STATION INDICATORS. 


How They. Frustrate Marriages and

z the Editor of The New York Times: 

have read with interest your dispatch 
from Chicago, and your editorial of this date 
concerning the scheme reputed to be under 
consideration by the Pennsylvania Rallroad 
to replace the names of stations by numbers 
and to indicate mechanically the station at 
which a train is stopping.

Pennsylvania Railroad Company contemplates 
introducing automatic indicators for the an- 
cient Greek vernacular employed by the aver- 
age trainman in shouting the name of the 
The change is very desirable, 
but it is not so easily carried out as might 
appear on superficial inspection, and _ the. 
Pennsylvania Railroad .Company’s officials 
are not the people to introduce a system pos- 
sessing inherent weaknesses likely to pro- 
duce a falflure. 

I am one of the Old Guard of railroad men 
who has seen a multitude of ingenious de- 
vices introduced into train service that prom- 
ised unfailing success yet turn out to be 
hopeless failures.

BOSTON, Dec. 22.—A severe arraign- 
ment by Judge Advocate Hoff of the man- 
ner in which the cruiser Yankee was 
navigated by her commar der, Commandcer 
Charles C, Marsh, was the feature of the 
closing proceedings to-day at the naval 
court of inquiry appointed to investigate 
| the circumstances attending the ground- 
ing of the Yankee on Spindle Rock of 


Hen and Chickens ledge at tke western 
entrance to Buzzard’s Bay on Sept. 23 
last. The plotting of the course of the 
Yankeso by Commander Henry E,. Par- 
menter of the equipment office of the 
Charlestown Navy Yard, where the court 
convened, showed the Yankee to havé 
been three-quarjgrs of a mile southwest 
of Spindle Rock, While Commander Marsh 
had stated that she was northeast of that 
point, 

In summarizing the evidence heard by 
the court, Judge Advocate Hoff spoke of 
the futility of estimating distance by the 
intensity of fog signals, and criticised the 
turning circle of the Yankee at the time 
of the accident. 

In closing the Judge Advocate said: 

“IT submit that the crux of the situation 
came at 4:45 A. M., when, having cleared 

vessel in the. fog, and consequently 
threwn dead reckoning out to that ex- 
tent, and further knowing that whatever 
tide there was had a northerly set, a 
ceurse to the Hen and Chickens Lightship 
was still maintained when there was an 
equally ghort and perfectly safe course 
to the southward, and that furthermore 
in carrying out this navigation the guid- 
ing fix seems to have Been the intensity 
of the lightship’s fog whistle.” 

This closed the proceedings of the court 
and the members went into executive ses- 
sion to consider its report, which will be 
forwarded to the Navy Department at 
Washington, which will determine whether

GREAT ACTIVITY IN BONDS 


Market Movement’a Reaction from 
Monday’s Break — More Gold 
Engaged for Paris. 


The movement of prices in yesterday's 
stock market represented in large meas- 
ure the reaction which generally follows 


| closely upon the heels of so violent a de- 


cline as that which took place on Mon- 
day. In a majority of the active stocks 
traded in the day’s advances were not 
pnly sufficient to cover all the ground 
lost-on the preceding day but also to net 
substantial gains in addition. Conspicu- 
ous in the dealings were the Wabash pre- 
ferred shares, Brooklyn -Rapid Transit 
stocks, New York Central, and Union Pa- 
cific, the gains in these issues running to 
3 points or so. No definitite news was 
forthcoming to explain the movements in 
particular stocks, but in the case of the 
Wabash an understanding that Mr. Har- 
riman was being urged to accept the 
Chairmanship of the Executive Committee 
of that property doubtless had something 
to do with the market course of the se- 
curities, and in the same way the change 
in the management of the New York 
Central was taken to indicate the more 
active prosecution of the company’s busi- 
ness, especially in its relations with other 
roads, as well.as the possible entrance 
into the direction of the company of an- 
other important interest. One feature of 
the market, which did not fail to attract 
wide attention was the sharp fall during 
the day of American Smelting shares upon 
a very heavy volume of trading. The ex- 
planation put forward had to do with the 
incorporation of the much talked of new 
smelting and refining corporation. Smelt- 
ing shares recovered more than their de- 
cline before the end of the session. There

lish silver upon its old basis was looked 
upon as entirely personal with Senator 
Teller, and therefore entirely unlikely to 
become in any way a part of the Aldrich 
Commission’s final plan.

It must bo 
admitted that the speculative advice of 
the ordinary brokerage house, if acted 
upon by a man simply scalping profits, 
would not have netted him much besides 
experience in the last week or so, Un- 
doubtedly, much of the advice given will 
be shown to have been correct ultimately, 
but heavy margins and good patience are 
needed meanwhile.

Re-enter a Veteran Rumor. ~ 

If it be submitted that Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit advanced in yesterday's market 
with a fair degree of ease, it must be ad- 
mitted that it served to revive rumors 
of dividends. Time and again this rumor 
of a dividend or Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
has found currency. It is the simplest of 
all the runiors that do general duty in, the 
financial district. It is not complicated 
with any figures showing the logic of 
such a dividend or the reason why it 
should be declared. The stock is simply 
pointed to as a direct confirmation of a 
positive statement that within a very 
short time dividends of some kind or 
other will come to the stcckholders, Mere- 
ly supplementary but rot in any way af- 
fecting the partictlar rumor concerning a 
dividend distribution are stories ccncern- 
ing the attitude of a certain banking 
house toward the bonds of the company.

HARRIMAN MAY 60 
ON WABASH BOARD 


Heavy Buying of Road’s Stocks 
and Bonds Said to be in 
His Interest. 


LACKAWANNA IN THE DEAL? 


Rumor Also That Contro! of Wabash 
Was Being Acquired by the Road 
—Harriman-Gould Harmony. 


Reports. that E. H: Harriman is to en- 

ter the directorate of the Wabash Rail- 
road, one of the chief of the Gould roads, 
|}and to become a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of that road, were cir- 
culated in Wall Street yesterday in more 
| definite shape than at any time since the 
report first arose that Mr. Harriman’s 
re-established friendly relations with 
| George J. Gould would lead to his assum- 
|ing a place in the councils of some of the 
| Gould properties. 
A close associate of the Gould interests, 
|who at timés has acted in important 
| transactions for the Goulds, credited yes- 
terday the report that Mr. Harriman 
|; would in due time be announced as a 
|member of the Wabash Executive Com- 
mittee. This would follow naturally, he 
said, from the interest which Mr. Har- 
riman has already taken in the lines 
forming the Pittsburg extension of the 
Wabash, the Wheeling & Lake Erie, and 
from the fact that the future of this road 
is pretty sure to be worked out as a con- 
nection of the Wabash system. 

The noteworthy strength which the Wa- 
bash securities have shown for some time 
past practically without interruption des- 
pite recessions in other parts of the list, 
continued yesterday, the road's refunding 
4 per cent. bonds contributing over a 
quarter of the day’s trading in bonds, 
which exceeded $10,000,000. The interest- 
ing information was had yesterday tnat no 
small amount of Wabash stock recently 
acquired in the market has been cared 
for through a trust company which in the 
past has taken an important part in 
financing undertaken by the Harriman in- 
terests, notably in the case of the raising 
of the funds which Mr. Harriman pro- 
vided at the last minute to meet the Erie 
notes which matured last Spring. This 
same institution is also recognized as be-

CHESAPEAKE & OHIO LOAN.

contention General Appraiser Sharretts 
overules on the ground that the law can- 
not make any distinction between the 
classes of users. The board holds that it 
is immaterial whether goggles are worn 
by automobilists or by pedestrians, their 
use being in both instances the same, 
namely to keep dust and other obstruc- 
tions out of.the eyes of the users. Under 
these circumstances the claim for lower 
duty is denied, and the collector’s assess- 
ment affirmed.
